BIGGEST GLOBAL WARMING SHAKEUP

Dear Curt: 

When I first joined the American 
Physical Society sixty-seven years 
ago it was much smaller, much gent- 
ler, and as yet uncorrupted by the 
money flood (a threat against which 
Dwight Eisenhower warned a half-cen- 
tury ago) . Indeed, the choice of 
physics as a profession was then a 
guarantor of a life of poverty and 
abstinence— it was World War II that 
changed all that. The prospect of 
worldly gain drove few physicists . 

As recently as thirty-five years 
ago, when I chaired the first APS 
study of a contentious social/ 
scientific issue. The Reactor Safety 
Study, though there were zealots 
aplenty on the outside there was no 
hint of inordinate pressure on us as 
physicists . We were therefore able 
to produce what I believe was and is 
an honest appraisal of the situation 
at that time . We were further en- 
abled by the presence of an over- 
sight committee consisting of Pief 
Panofsky, Vicki Weisskopf, and Hans 
Bethe, all towering physicists 
beyond reproach. I was proud of what 
we did in a charged atmosphere . In 
the end the oversight committee, in 
its report to the APS President, 
noted the complete independence in 
which we did the job, and predicted 
that the report would be attacked 
from both sides . What greater trib- 
ute could there be? 

How different it is now. The giants 
no longer walk the earth, and the 
money flood has become the raison 
d'etre of much physics research, the 
vital sustenance of much more, and 
it provides the support for untold 
numbers of professional jobs. For 
reasons that will soon become clear 
my former pride at being an APS Fel- 
low all these years has been turned 
into shame, and I am forced, with no 



pleasure at all, to offer you my 
resignation from the Society. 

It is of course, the global warming 
scam, with the (literally) trillions 
of dollars driving it, that has cor- 
rupted so many scientists , and has 
carried APS before it like a rogue 
wave. It is the greatest and most 
successful pseudoscientific fraud I 
have seen in my long life as a 
physicist. Anyone who has the faint- 
est doubt that this is so should 
force himself to read the Climate- 
Gate documents , which lay it bare . 
(Montford's book organizes the facts 
very well . ) I don ' t believe that any 
real physicist, nay scientist, can 
read that stuff without revulsion. I 
would almost make that revulsion a 
definition of the word scientist. 

So what has the APS , as an organiza- 
tion, done in the face of this chal- 
lenge? It has accepted the corrup- 
tion as the norm, and gone along 
with it. For example: 

1 . About a year ago a few of us sent 
an e-mail on the subject to a frac- 
tion of the membership . APS ignored 
the issues, but the then President 
immediately launched a hostile 
investigation of where we got the 
e-mail addresses. In its better days 
APS used to encourage discussion of 
important issues, and indeed the 
Constitution cites that as its 
principal purpose . No more . Every- 
thing that has been done in the last 
year has been designed to silence 
debate 

2 . The appallingly tendentious APS 
statement on Climate Change was 
apparently written in a hurry by a 
few people over lunch, and is 
certainly not representative of the 
talents of APS members as I have 
long known them. So a few of us pe- 
titioned the Council to reconsider 
it. One of the outstanding marks of 
(in) distinction in the Statement was 
the poison word incontrovertible, 
which describes few items in physics 
certainly not this one . In response 
APS appointed a secret committee 
that never met, never troubled to 
speak to any skeptics , yet endorsed 
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the Statement in its entirety. (They 
did admit that the tone was a bit 
strong, but amazingly kept the poison 
word incontrovertible to describe the 
evidence, a position supported by no 
one.) In the end, the Council kept 
the original statement, word for word, 
but approved a far longer "explana- 
tory" screed, admitting that there 
were uncertainties , but brushing them 
aside to give blanket approval to the 
original. The original Statement, 
which still stands as the APS po- 
sition, also contains what I consider 
pompous and asinine advice to all 
world governments , as if the APS were 
master of the universe. It is not, 
and I am embarrassed that our leaders 
seem to think it is. This is not fun 
and games , these are serious matters 
involving vast fractions of our 
national substance, and the repu- 
tation of the Society as a scientific 
society is at stake. 

3 . In the interim the ClimateGate 
scandal broke into the news , and the 
machinations of the principal alarm- 
ists were revealed to the world. It 
was a fraud on a scale I have never 
seen, and I lack the words to de- 
scribe its enormity. Effect on the 
APS position: none. None at all. 

This is not science; other forces 
are at work. 

4 . So a few of us tried to bring 
science into the act (that is, after 
all, the alleged and historic pur- 
pose of APS) , and collected the 
necessary 200+ signatures to bring 
to the Council a proposal for a 
Topical Group on Climate Science, 
thinking that open discussion of the 
scientific issues, in the best tra- 
dition of physics, would be bene- 
ficial to all, and also a contri- 
bution to the nation. I might note 
that it was not easy to collect the 
signatures , since you denied us the 
use of the APS membership list. We 
conformed in every way with the re- 
quirements of the APS Constitution, 
and described in great detail what 
we had in mind— simply to bring the 
subject into the open. 



5. To our amazement, Constitution be 
damned, you declined to accept our 
petition, but instead used your own 
control of the mailing list to run 

a poll on the members ' interest in a 
TG on Climate and the Environment. 
You did ask the members if they 
would sign a petition to form a TG 
on your yet- to-be-defined subject, 
but provided no petition, and got 
lots of affirmative responses. (If 
you had asked about sex you would 
have gotten more expressions of 
interest.) There was of course no 
such petition or proposal , and you 
have now dropped the Environment 
part, so the whole matter is moot. 
(Any lawyer will tell you that you 
cannot collect signatures on a vague 
petition, and then fill in whatever 
you like.) The entire purpose of 
this exercise was to avoid your 
constitutional responsibility to 
take our petition to the Council . 

6. As of now you have formed still 
another secret and stacked committee 
to organize your own TG, simply ig- 
noring our lawful petition. 

APS management has gamed the problem 
from the beginning, to suppress 
serious conversation about the 
merits of the climate change claims . 
Do you wonder that I have lost con- 
fidence in the organization? 

I do feel the need to add one note, 
and this is conjecture, since it is 
always risky to discuss other 
people's motives. This scheming at 
APS HQ is so bizarre that there can- 
not be a simple explanation for it. 
Some have held that the physicists 
of today are not as smart as they 
used to be , but I don ' t think that 
is an issue. I think it's the money, 
exactly what Eisenhower warned about 
a half-century ago. There are indeed 
trillions of dollars involved, to 
say nothing of the fame and glory 
(and frequent trips to exotic 
islands) that go with being a member 
of the club. Your own Physics De- 
partment (of which you are chairman) 
would lose millions a year if the 
global warming bubble burst. When 




Penn State absolved Mike Mann* of 
wrongdoing, and the University of 
East Anglia did the same for Phil 
Jones , they cannot have been unaware 
of the financial penalty for doing 
otherwise . As the old saying goes , 
you don ' t have to be a weatherman to 
know which way the wind is blowing. 
Since I am no philosopher, I'm not 
going to explore at just which point 
enlightened self-interest crosses 
the line into corruption, but a 
careful reading of the ClimateGate 
releases makes it clear that this is 
not an academic question. 

I want no part of it, so please 
accept my resignation . APS no longer 
represents me , but I hope we are 
still friends .

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Okay, for the last decade, my toler- 
ance for dumb has decreased. I'm 
not suggesting curbing free speech, 
but I do want to shut certain people 
from *MY* ears by now.

his fingers and swore to uphold the 
U.S. Constitution. Curious. 

The ACLU took W. Bush to the Supreme 
Court to end the so-called "Patriot 
Act" provision that allows warrant- 
less wiretaps on internatonal calls 
between Americans and known terror- 
ists overseas . The court overturned 
the provision and Bush, to his cred- 
it, actually said, "the court says 
it's unconstitutional, so I will 
comply." Obama's violations, with- 
out even laws passed by congress to 
back them up, have been far more 
illegal and imposing on freedom, but 
the ACLU does very little these days 
for some reason. 

This the genesis of the LiberTORian 
Intellectual Honesty Test. The test 
is very easy to take :

| intellectually honest. You are an 
| ideologue ! 

Gee, that was simple. So the next 
time you complain that the right 
wants to cut Medicare (fine with me) 
and then when someone on the LEFT 
(Obama) becomes the 1st to ACTUALLY 
DO IT and you are silent, YOU LOSE! 

Be intellectually honest. ( (L) ) 
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I have a hippie friend that defies 
the stereotype. She is very curious 
about things and always wants to 
the reason for things to exist the 
way that they do . The questions she 
asks seem very silly to those who 
never bothered to ask why. Yet, the 
questions she asks are very good. 
They indicate that she doesn't just 
accept things as they are , but asks 
WHY? 

She had asked me about the basics of 
economics and why things cost the 
amount that they do . The answer can 
be explained with a token economy 
analogy, described here: 

Say that two people live on a tiny 
deserted island, and because this is 
allegorical, nothing else is killing 
them. One guy picked up all the 
shells on the beach. The other guy 
gathered all the coconuts . By happy 
coincidence (actually, happy con- 
venience) , each person has 100 of 
the things they gathered. So the 
coconut guy likes shells and shell 
guy wants to eat coconuts . Since 
there are 100 coconuts and also 100 
shells, the exchange rate would be 
lOOs/lOOc, or 1 shell per coconut. 
This is the basic principle of eco- 



nomics: supply and demand. 

Now, let's say that the coconut tree 
was bountiful , and the tree produced 
200 coconuts. The coconuts are in 
greater supply, so their value would 
decrease . with an exchange rate of 
100s/200c, the cost is 1/2 a shell 
per coconut when we divide , or as an 
expression of integers, 2 coconuts 
per shell . 

Let's say that the harvest was an 
average one (100 coconuts) , but the 
ocean was generous , and the shell 
collector had 200 shells. Now the 
exchange is 200s/100c, or the price 
of each coconut was now 2 shells . 
Here is another very basic principle 
of economics : printing more money 
creates inflation. 

There are ways that variables can be 
put into this island scenario to 
teach all sorts of economic princi- 
ples. For instance, there's not 
much for the guy who sells coconuts 
to do with his shells once he has 
them all and all the coconuts are 
eaten. So let's put a third person 
on the island who was really crafty 
and built a fishing rod and was able 
to catch 100 fish. Now the shell 




guy could buy coconuts or fish de- 
pending on his mood. And either 
the coconut guy or the fish guy 
could use their shells to buy from 
each other . Now suddenly , the 
economy is dynamic. The coconut 
guy ' s shells are of value to the 
fish guy and vice versa. And they 
both value the shell collector ' s 
shells . So the coconut guy and 
shell guy continue to replenish 
their supply, while the shell guy 
looks for new shells . The economy 
is flowing naturally, but with new 
shells being added, let's say, by 
10 a year, the economy naturally 
generates inflation. No one's 
appetite really changes too much, 
so the only thing to reduce the 
cost of things is the introduction 
of new products into the economy. 

If some guy from a neighboring 
island came with a raft and sold 
fishing rods he made to the coco- 
nut guy and the shell guy, the 
demand of fish would drop and its 
cost would decrease because there 
is more for everyone . 

That is , if the coconut guy and the 
shell guy took the time to fish. 

Well , why wouldn ' t they? Because 
they ' re busy collecting shells and 
coconuts, just as the fish guy isn't 
busy collecting the shells. He's 
already got fishing on his agenda. 

It's the same reason why we aren't 
all out there mining for gold. It 
is nice for those who enjoy it, but 
most of us have already chosen our 
vocation, be it nursing, creating 
products of our own, providing some 
service for others who can't, and 
so on . 

Therefore, all of us working for our 
livings, to get the money, whose 
value is determined by its entire 
volume ' s exchange rate of the whole 
of goods and services we demand, 
that creates an economy. It's all 
one large, complicated island. 

I could diverge from here into any 
kind of economic lesson that stems 
from these basic concepts (it's like 



how algebra builds upon earlier 
concepts) , the article *IS* about 
how we'll never get rid of money. 

So let's say some communist has this 
brilliant idea that removing the 
money supply would make everything 
worth zero, making all possessions 
equal , and we ' re all living in John 
Lennon's stupid *imagine* song, with 
all of singing "I'd Like to Teach 
the World to Sing" . 

Ding dong! You're wrong! 

Let ' s look at a place where money 
has been eliminated: many county 
prisons . The transfer of money in 
commerce is forbidden in many jails. 
But eliminating money doesn ' t mean 
that all possessions go away. And 
wherever there are possessions, 
there are people who covet the po- 
sessions of others . It is not un- 
common in prisons for a functional 
item, such as cigarettes, to become 
a substitute for money. In such a 
case, cigarettes are valued even by 
people who don't smoke because of 
their acquired monetary value . Now 
cigarettes have all the power of 
money to make commerce happen . 

Now, let's say that some statists 
take over the prison system or 
Michael Bloomberg becomes Obama ' s 
new attorney general . Cigarettes 
are banned. The supply then becomes 
secret, and dwindles over time, as 
cigarettes are either smoked or 
confiscated over time. Their value 
to purchase increases, and the re- 
sult is deflation (like when fewer 
shells buy more coconuts.) It would 
be a long time before all the cigar- 
ettes were removed from the economy, 
and their value will be much higher 
the fewer there are . 

This really happened in 1933, when 
the gold act was issued by President 
and all-around socialist Franklin 
Roosevelt. He decreed that all gold 
coins were illegal to own and became 
government property. Their evil 
plan, like most socialist plans, was 
a major failure in two ways: 




1) it only made the Depression much 
worse, but so was just about every- 
thing FDR did (this may come as a 
surprise to those who were spoon- 
fed lies to the contrary in public 
school) . 

2) Millions of coins were confi- 
scated and melted down, but so, too, 
were millions of coins kept safe 
from the government ' s grubby hands . 

All money printed by the federal 
reserve were backed by gold. that 
means that for every dollar issued, 
the government had a dollar ' s worth 
of gold in its vaults . A person was 
able to redeem a dollar for a dollar 
in gold on demand at any bank . This 
prevented the government from arti- 
ficially inflating the money supply. 
If the government issued more dollar 
bills than it had dollar coins, and 
everyone in America redeemed all of 
their dollars at the same time, the 
government would be unable to honor 
all the redemptions . When FDR un- 
pinned the money supply to the gold 
supply, it freed itself to print 
money at will . This caused rapid 
inflation while the economy con- 
tinued to suffer: *stagflation* .

One of the crucial ways Common Core 
keeps children ignorant is the com- 
plete elimination of cursive writing 
education from all public schools . 
There is a motive behind it. One of 
the enemies of statism and the pro- 
gressive agenda is the existence of 
real documents that reveal the truth 
behind history. Such documents are 
often the bane to revisionist his- 
tory, as they prove the truth in the 
actual words of those who were pres- 
ent. For instance, David Barton, 
the world's foremost collector of 
Revolutionary War era documents , has 
more than enough of the actual writ- 
ings of the Founding Fathers to dis- 
pel the myth that originated in the 
Wisconsin universities that most of 
them were deists. So, short of de- 
stroying these documents, how can 
statists prevent them from being 
read? 
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If the ability to read cursive is 
"forgotten", future generations will 
be unable to read a hand-written 
letter... or a historical document! 
Today ' s *Raiders of the Lost Art* is 
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for these generations , in the event 
that parents think that the school- 
ing that their children are getting 
currently is adequate . 

At the time of release of this issue 
of LiberTORian (2015) , children are 
still being taught to print in block 
letters. The information following 
this paragraph may seem childishly 
stupid for you to read, but remember 
that this material will be all-new 
to the generation that follows the 
millennials . 

Cursive writing is an alternative 
form of printing, where each letter 
is printed in a alternative, fancy 
style. All letters of the alphabet 
have their own look, which can be 
seen on the left-hand column of this 
article. You will notice that the 
cursive alphabet is made up of curve 
shapes . Each letter is tied toget- 
her with *ties*, enabling an entire 
word (except the dots in the lower- 
case i and j , and the cross bar in 
the lower-case t) to be written in a 
single stroke without lifting one's 
pen . 

A supplement to LiberTORian 10 will 
circulate in conjunction with this 
file: LiberTORian Issue 10A. Issue 
10A depicts ASCII art of the cursive 
alphabet in greater detail. Keep in 
mind that cursive writing opens it- 
self up to becoming stylized. The 
letters shown here are not the only 
way the letters can be written . For 
example, the capital A is drawn more 
commonly like a giant oval , a larger 
version of the lower case *a* . Each 
writer, over time, puts their own 
character to the lettering style and 
makes it her own (or his own) . 

There is an entire field of "hand- 
writing analysts", who examine the 
writing style alone of a person, 
ignoring the content of the writing 
completely, and using their skills, 
look into the psyche of the writer 
to discover insights that can not be 
found in the words themselves .

Recipients of letters in 
the mail often cherished them and 
sometimes kept and collected them as 
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1) HEADER: historical information. 

2) SALUTATION: A greeting to the 
recipient. 

3) BODY: the content, consisting of 
the writer ' s thoughts and ideas 
the writer wishes to convey. 

4) CLOSING: indicates that the let- 
ter has reached its end. 

5) SIGNATURE: The person's name. 

There are two types of letters : 

1) PERSONAL LETTER: A letter to a 
loved one or friend. 

2) BUSINESS LETTER: A letter to a 
business . 

Both types of letters have the same 

structure, but each type has its own 

structural rules. LiebrTORian will 

examine personal letters first. 



WRITING A PERSONAL LETTER 

A personal letter is a thrill to a 
person who receives one in this day 
and age. This is especially true 
when the recipient is a seasoned 
citizen who remembers the thrill of 
getting what they consider a gift 
from a loved one. Here is how to 
write each part of a personal letter 
to someone . 

PAPER: a typical personal letter is 
written on lined paper, like college 
ruled paper. If the paper has holes 
so that it can be placed in a 3-ring 
r 5-ring binder, the front of the 
page has the holes on the left side, 
and the margin (unruled portion) on 
top. Both sides of the paper are 
written upon. 

HEADER: The header rests on the top 
line. For a personal letter, it is 
simply the date the letter was writ- 
ten . 

SALUTATION: The salutation is a 
short phrase that includes the name 
of the recipient and always ends in 
a comma. The standard format is 
almost exclusively the same for any 
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personal letter: 

Dear [First Name of Recipient] , 

It is written on the first line, on 
the left side of the page. A little 
room is given for creativity to re- 
place the word "dear" . More common 
variants are : 

Dearest [Name] , 

My Dear [Name] , 

My beloved [Name] , 

BODY: The body is what you want to 
write , sharing personal thoughts and 
ideas . Children ' s personal leutters 
often begin with: "How are you? I 
am fine. Last week, I. . . . (event in 
child's life)." You can do better, 
and you improve with practice of the 
skill . Indent with each new para- 
graph . 

CLOSING: The opposite of the salu- 
tation, the closing indicates that 
the letter has ended. Closings al- 
ways end with a comma . The most 
common closing is : 

Love , 

Other common closings are : 

Best Regards, 

Your Friend, 

The closing is usually centered on 
the page . 

SIGNATURE : Your signature . This is 
written on the next line, beginning 
slightly right of the closing. 



WRITING A BUSINESS LETTER 

A business letter gets the attention 
of a business that an email can't. 

It shows that the person cared so 
much that they took the time to sit 
with a physical writing utensil and 
express their concerns . 

PAPER: Business letters should be on 
unlined paper . A person can tape a 
piece of lined paper to a glass win- 
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CLOSING: The closing is invariably 
the same for every business letter: 

Sincerely, 

SIGNATURE : The signature is exactly 

the same as the signature for a per- 
sonal letter. 
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You write your address, the RETURN 
address, in the area marked A. If 
there is a problem delivering your

BODY: The body is to be more terse, 
no more than three paragraphs , and 
should include the following:

The recipient's address is written 
in the area marked B. It can be 
written slightly larger than the re- 
turn address. WRITE THE ZIP CODE AS 
CLEARLY AS POSSIBLE. Machines read 
the ZIP code and clear writing will 
expedite the delivery. 

An alternate place to write your re- 
turn address is C . 

The stamp is placed right in the 
corner marked D . Currently the cost 
of a U.S. stamp is 49 cents. 

Mail it off and you're done! You 
can even mail it from your own mail 
box. Putting the mailbox flag in 
the *up* position lets the mailman 
know something's inside. 

So why not give someone a thrill 
and write a letter right now? ( (L) )

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I came across a personal onion site 
and the person identifies himself 
as a secular humanist, green party, 
and supporter of gay activism. no- 
thing there that gives me a problem 
as I'm a libertarian.

monotheism, etc. Atheism and sec- 
ular humanism are themselves re- 
ligions , although many don ' t consider 
them so because they aren ' t in the 
conventional sense . 

The irony is that the Green Party, 
the homosexual activists, and his re- 
ligion all have a huge share of peo- 
ple who suck at it, but he isn't able 
to see it within his groups . So may 
have an anti-libertarian intolerance 
toward diversity of opinion and make 
no attempt to hide it. I have no 
problem with a decision to be part of 
any of the aforementioned groups , and 
would rather you had the freedom to 
be affiliate yourself with who you 
wish to be . But don ' t suck at it by 
trying to squelch the rights of those 
who believe differently than you.

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When a militant atheist sneezes . . . 
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Last issue , LiberTORian touched upon 
the topic of a la carte cable and 
satellite channels, how subscribers 
are forced to buy packages that in- 
cludes channels that they don ' t ever 
watch. Today, we will look at the 
inner workings of the system itself. 

Cable and satellite companies offer 
their channels in *packages*. The 
consumer only has a few packages to 
choose, and usually they are tied to 
choose what channels they like at a 
price point she or he can afford. A 
subscriber's decision boils down to, 
"do I want to pay this much to re- 
ceive these channels, or am I will- 
ing to pay more to receive these ex- 
tra channels? Typically, a channel 
has an "entry tier" , the lowest tier 
that the channel appears in, and it 
will appear in all tiers above it. 
The tier level usually is chosen by 
the wideness of its appeal . When a 
channel has broad appeal , it is put 
into a lower tier. Specialized net- 
works will be reserved for higher 
tiers . 

Why is there so little diversity in 
the tier system? Congress . Poli- 
ticians made it illegal to offer a 
la carte cable or satellite channels 
to subscribers . 

Why did politicians make it illegal? 
Money. The TV network lobbyists en- 
sured that the politicians get their 
reward for eliminating cable choice . 

Why do the TV networks oppose the a 
la carte system? The answer is ob- 
vious : TV networks are paid by cable 
and satellite companies per sub- 
scriber; If an a la carte system was 
in place, TV networks would only be 
paid by viewers who want their net- 



works . Under the tier system, now 
the customer is forced to buy many 
channels that they don't want. The 
networks screw consumers by requir- 
ing them to buy their networks in 
order to gain access to the channels 
that they *do* want. 

Millions of TV viewers have to buy 
unwanted TV channels just because of 
some greedy politicians and greedier 
television companies . Such laws are 
unjust and ought to be repealed. 

Digressing a moment, satellite pro- 
vider Dish Network made an attempt 
to circumvent the government's man- 
dates without breaking the law. The 
company added a "family" tier, which 
is valued at their regular tier, but 
made up of family-friendly channels. 
It's not much, but Dish's consumer- 
mindedness does at least give the 
customer an extra option. 

It is useless, but if we lived in a 
time, like before 10 years ago, when 
our elected officials still cared a 
shred about what their constituents 
think, we could call them up at the 
Capitol Switchboard (202) 224-3121, 
and ask for legislation that emanci- 
pates users from a la carte. With 
the grip from the networks lost, it 
would force them to once again care 
enough about the quality of their 
broadcasts. Since they aren't be- 
holden to their users , who will pay 
them regardless of their interest in 
watching, they're just as tone-deaf 
as the politicians . 

Many networks with low viewer ships 
would simply go away, or be forced 
to compete in the marketplace. It 
won't be long, anyway, before they 
will be forced by technology alone 
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Depicted are the logos of some of the 
channels with low or dwindling viewer 
turnout, that have a lot to lose if 
cable and TV subscribers were given a 
la carte services. Other channels 
with low average viewerships include : 

o Comedy Central (under 1 million) 
o MSNBC (200,000 to 300,000) 
o CNN (25,000) 

al Jazeera itself on average has un- 
der 13,000 viewers, but it's backed 
by non-viewing subscribers AND its 
owner, the dictator of Qatar. 




to make such decisions . People are 
shutting off their cable and instead 
are watching only the TV series they 
want on NetFlix and the other online 
streaming services. Or, they are 
opting to subscribe to internet-only 
24/7 TV networks. The first such 
channel was The Blaze , which in its 
first year was online only before it 
partnered with Dish Network on its 
first anniversary. The Blaze pio- 
neered many of the technologies that 
the internet made possible, such as 
2nd screen technology and hypernews 
citation links . The WWE network was 
the second network of this type, and 
it is still an internet exclusive. 
Traditional networks must find ways 
to compete or risk diminishing mark- 
et influence. 

This article was about halfway fin- 
ished when I received a hidden text 
message from one of the other Liber- 
TORian writers : 



Did-U put that ala carte article to 
rest yet? Cuz Rush limbaugh is on 
air RIGHT NOW talking bout it! ! 



I tuned in then, curious to listen 
to what he was talking about. He 
concluded with a major point which I 
wasn ' t aware of , forcing me to have 
to rewrite what I wrote so far to be 
more concise and fit in the new ma- 
terial (and this explanation, which, 
to be terse, will end on this line.) 

The audio at the moment I was tuning 
in said that 3.2 million people cut 
their cable, and ESPN was hurting 
the most, because they received six 
dollars per subscriber per month. 
This is a loss of $19.2 million per 
month or $230 million per year (Rush 
rounded to $250 million) . ESPN will 
be laying off over 300 employees. 
That's how the cookie crumbles. If 
market forces mean the demand isn ' t 
there , the nature of economics will 
drive ESPN out of the market (unless 
the government deems them "too big 
to fail") . Rush subscribes the loss 
to online TV channels, and the ex 



viewers being nerds who never tuned 
in to ESPN to begin with. 

Then came the part about TV bundling 
that I never knew before. It was 
described as the TV networks' "sec- 
ret" . 

The vast majority of Hollywood films 
lose money. They cost too much for 
the average viewer to not be selec- 
tive, the ratio of good to bad films 
is increasing, and many force stat- 
ist themes or agendas that no one 
wants to have preached to them in 
what is supposed to be an escape 
from these things . As a business 
model , they are dismal failures , and 
would not survive on their revenues 
alone . So they need another source 
of funding. 

That source is television . 

The secret is that Hollywood studios 
need to own one or more television 
stations as a guaranteed source of 
revenue from the public . THESE STA- 
TIONS ARE WHAT FUNDS THE DOMINANT 
POP CULTURE AND ITS VALUES. Mill- 
ions of people object to the values 
of Hollywood, which often attacks 
capitalism, freedom. Constitutional 
and family values . Yet they must 
unwillingly fund the studios which 
would not survive the marketplace on 
their own . 

Like everything else in life that 
doesn ' t harm others , let the viewer 
decide which channels they want to 
support with their money. The aver- 
age TV viewer has 15 channels that 
define all their viewing interests . 
Most people don't ever venture past 
those 15 channels . So why must they 
purchase 200 channels for those 15? 
It's an unfair, unlibertarian, and 
crooked practice . Let the networks , 
and the Hollywood companies that own 
many of them, base their success on 
the quality of their products , and 
not force a captive non-audience to 
be the source of income for their 
ongoing failure. Since politicians 
won't listen, demand change via your 
TV providers! ( (L) )

File: WHO IS CAPTAIN ZAP? 

Read 23 times 

COMPUTERS: Hacking Away at Break-Ins = 

= [Washington Post -- June 28, 1984]

Some once-rebellious computer hackers' may be going establishment. 

A Philadephian named "Captain Zap," for example, who calls himself a 
"retired electronics hobbyist," is even doing computer security. Quite a 
switch from the days when he and friends were stealing -- via computer -- 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in goods and services . 

Another young man simultaneously advises corporations and puts out the TAP 
newsletter for hacking trying to get into big computers without authorizaition . 

Aside from the ethical questions, can such consultants help prevent 
incidents such as the recent acquisition of secret passwords to a computer 
storing credit data at the TRW Information Systems, Anaheim, Calif.? Opinions 
vary . 

On on hand, you normally don't hire an ex-thief to guard your safe. But on 
the other hand, a New Jersey security man says he's uncovered hacker threats -- 
via Zap -- to major banks and dozens of corporations. He and a prominent 
Washington-area consultant are among those who swear by Zap. A third computer 
expert working for the prestigious SRI think tank in Menlo Park, Calif., claims 
hackers without the usual credentials can make first-rate security people. The 
term "hacker," he stresses, is far from synonymous with "criminal." 

Says Jay BloomBecker, a Los Angeles computer crime expert: "It's pretty 
foolish to hire a hacker who's broken the law because they've already 
demonstrated their lack of trustworthiness . There are a lot of other people 





just as bright who have stayed within the law." 

Zap, whose real name is Ian A. Murphy, drew his nickname out of the air. "I 

zapped security, so I named myself that. I tried not to destroy anything. The 
object was to show people that if I could get in, a less benign person could." 

In the names of major corporations, however, Zap and friends ordered, in the 

early '80s, five Texas Instrument 787 terminals worth $3,800 each, a $13,000 
Hewlett Packard minicomputer and other odds and ends . 

All together they stole over $100,000 in goods and $212,000 in services. 

Zap received a $1,000 fine, 2.5 years probation and 15 hours a week of 
community service . 

Despite his anti-establishment computer acts, he is a Philadelphia 
Republican fond of wing tips ("they show good breeding") . His usual rates are 
between $450 and $1,200 a day, plus expenses. He says he now has six clients 
through subcontracting, although his high daily rate apparently puts off many 
prospects. To earn rent money, Zap fills in as an air-conditioning repairman, 
work he started in his teens when he first began taking computer- science 
courses (and started hacking) . 

"I kept asking Spring, Bel and the others for jobs," he says, "and they kept 
turning me down. The strange thing is that I'd call Bell and say, 'Hi there, 

I bet I can get into this and that,' and they'd say, 'No, you can't.'" 

He could. He charged phone calls to an ocean liner, and even broke into 
military computer networks to play computer games. ("They have 'Star Trek,' 

' Hangman , ' and ' Chess ' . " ) 

Among those who take Zap's advice seriously: Lindsay L. Baird Jr., a tough 

ex-military policeman now in computer security consulting, and Robert P. 

Cambell , once a top Army man in computer security and now head of Advanced 
Information Management, Inc., Woodbridge, Va. 

"I had doubts at first," concedes Baird. Zap read of Baird in the 
Philadelphia Inquirer last year, requested a meeting, walked through Baird's 
house in Mountain Lakes, N.J., and declared "You're clean." 

"In what way?" 

"No hidden recording devices or microphones," replied Zap, and pulling back 
his coat to reveal a bug-detecting device . 

Baird, who believes no in The Redemption of Zap, says he has picked up items 
off hackers ' electronic bulleting boards that revealed in detail how to break 
into the compters of a leading hospital supply firm, a food company and major 
banks , among dozens of other victims . 

"The FBI knows I'm working with him," says Baird, who shares much of the 
infomation that Zap uncovers. He praises Zap as "a damn good technician." 

"We're both learning from each other," says Cambell, adding that "There is 
nothing that Ian can do that my staffers can't do better, but he's developed 
his talents without a formal education . " 



Captain Zap, who has started his own security firm, Secure Data Systems, 




tests clients' computer safeguards before "electronics hobbyists" get around to 
it, as he did for a major finacial firm. 



How safe was its computer system? "I can't tell you," says Zap. "I'm under 
a confidentiality agreement." 

Zap, one must remember, is a felon (and as of a few days ago had yet to pay 
off the $1,000 fine, pleading tight finances) . Other reminders: Federal laws 

prohibit banks' hiring of felons for work too close to the money; some 
government agencies may not find use of a felon-consultant to be legally or 
politically possible, even through a subcontracting agreement. Besides, not 
every client can monitor the Zaps as well as a security expert. 

Despite all this, some experts maintain that people like Zap may be 
excellent at simplifying techno-gook and warning the nontechnical of some of 
the more common threats from crooks , malicious or snoopy hackers and other 
electronic break-in artists. The computer-room crew may rant and rave about 
the need for good computer security, but that's now match for hhearing thd 
facts directly from a computer felon. 

Baird plans to use Cheshire Catalyst, a New York hacker who doesn't want his 
real name use ("I like my privacy") and Zap in the "Tiger Team," military term 
for electronic devil's advocates to test cliens ' computer security. 

Most problems, says Cheshire Catalyst, are "people problems. People tack 
passwords onto the corkboard above terminals . 

"If I cam in to deliver pizza," he declares. "I'd memorize the number on 
the way in and write it down as I left." 

A tall, thin man in his late twenties -- named after the grinning, vanishing 
cat in "Alice's Adventures in Wonderland" -- Cheshire edits the TAP newsletter 
(which bills itself "For Informational Purposes Only") . Even though TAP is 
known as the bible for people trying to break into computer and phone systems, 
Cheshire claims he himself is clean, except for logging on to systems to look 
for weaknesses . 

Meanwhile, discussion of the term "hacker" seems to be excalating. Cheshire 
distinguishes between "good" and "bad" hackers, the latter of whom a few buffs 
call "crackers . " 

Geoffrey S. Goodfellow -- who testified at congressional hearings on 
computer crime and is a coauthor of The Hacker's Dictionary: a Guide to the 

World of Computer Wizards -- confirms that a "hacker" isn't necessarily a 
"computer criminal." 

A "hacker," he says, is merely someone who truly enjoys programming. He 
stretches his machine's power to the limits, and loves to "hack away" at 
computer problems . 

Not that Goodfellow thinks all hackers are 100 percent honest. He believes 
that as computer literacy spreads, more will be stealing money as well as 
computer time . 

His advice to hackers' prospective clients: "If they seem reasonable, I 

advocate putting them on a loose leash. You shouldn't take a holier-than-thou 
attitude. Unfortunately most people take the authoritarian approach... 




Goodfellow claims that hackers -- often as long-time kibitzers of computer 
systems -- may see the big security picture better than many professional 
programmers used to working within their niches . 

Goodfellow, 28, a high-school dropout, can offer himself as an example of 
sorts . A decade ago he dialed up a computer at SRI and left a note saying he ' d 
improve the system in return for free computer time. He got it, and eventually 
went full-time at SRI. Among his clients: the Defense Department. 

To this day, however, Goodfellow proudly calls himself a hacker. <>
